The only thing more New 
Orleans than a pot of gumbo 
simmering on the back 
burner is arguing about the 
right way to make it. Gumbo 
is a thick stew made with а 
roux, plus a wide variety of 
ingredients like celery, 
peppers, okra, chicken, 
sausage, and/or seafood. Get 
Gumbo YaYa - a tasty chicken 
and sausage blend - from 
Mr. B’s Bistro, a flavorful 
seafood and hot sausage 
gumbo from The Munch 
Factory, or a fragrant curried 
gumbo from Saffron NOLA. 


BEIGNETS 


Soft, pillowy, and covered in 
a mountain of powdered 
sugar, beignets are a New 
Orleans staple. These 
glorious deep-fried dough- 
nuts are available at restau- 
rants and shops across the

room opening into the next, 
without hallways, and no 
front yard. These are found in 
the older sections of town, 
from the Irish Channel to the 
Bywater and beyond. 


Center Hall Cottages have 
one-and-a-half stories with 

a front entrance, columns 
running the length of a wide 
front porch (with its door 
centered) and side-gabled 
roots. The Beauregard-Keyes 
House, built in 1826, is a 
classic Center Hall Cottage.

This style’s chief characteris- 
tics include two stories with 
three openings across the 
front, deep-set covered 
porches on the first and 
second floors, and a front 
door that’s typically on the 
left or right side of the porch. 


Creole Townhouses are 
notable for having two to 
four stories, hidden rear 
courtyards, iron balconies, 
and brick or stucco exteriors. 
They are found throughout 
the French Quarter — 
particularly the Pontalba 
Buildings surrounding 
Jackson Square.

Creole Cottages are easy 

to spot with their high,

Features of this style include 
full-height porches with 
round columns or blocked 
piers, a parapet, and trim 
around the outside windows 
called a “Greek-key sur- 
round.” Gallier Hall, an 1845 
architectural masterpiece 
formerly used as City Hall, 

is one of New Orleans’ 

most prominent Greek

WILDLIFE TOURS & FISHING 


Accessing the bayous of south Louisiana is easy 
with airboats, swamp tours, and charter fishing 
outfitters just on the outskirts of the city. 


Nothing beats a high-speed ride in an 
airboat. Airboat Tours by Arthur L. 
Matherne and Swamp Adventures are great 
options west of the city, while Jean Lafitte 
Swamp & Airboat Tours and Airboat 
Adventures are solid choices to our south. 


For a more serene option, Cajun Pride 
Swamp Tours guides visitors through the 
mysterious and remote Manchac Swamp, 
where we recommend a stop at 
Middendorf's for famous thin-fried catfish! 
Cajun Encounters Tour Co., Beyond the 


Bayou Tours, and Dr. Wagner’s Honey 
Island Swamp Tours on the Northshore 
have small flat-bottomed boats and are 
close to Insta-Gator Alligator Ranch in 
Covington, where kids can hold a baby 
alligator and learn about wildlife conservation. 


For a high-flying adventure, don’t miss Zip 
NOLA in LaPlace, just a 45-minute drive 
from the city. It's Louisiana's only zipline 
over a swamp!

PLANTATION TOURS 


Louisiana was the site of America's first sugar 
plantations, dating to 1/51. Over the following 
decades, wealthy landowners had enormous 
"big houses" built, financed by the work of 
enslaved labor and an insatiable demand for 
sugar cane. 


Many of those plantations and surrounding 
cane fields are still standing and have opened as 
museums in a region known as the Great River 
Road, a roughly 7O-mile stretch of highways 
between New Orleans and Baton Rouge. 


These historic homes offer guided or audio 
tours of the properties, taking visitors on a 
time travel through Louisiana's early agricul- 
tural history, as well as the South's role in 
slavery. Homes such as Oak Alley and 
Whitney Plantation offer additional insight 
into the lives of enslaved Africans, with 
Whitney being the only plantation museum 
in Louisiana to focus solely on narratives 
from the enslaved.
